1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a slider for supporting a transducer 
having a rigid body with an air bearing surface having landing pads extending from the 
air bearing surface, and at least one pressure relief trench formed in the air bearing 
surface proximate the trailing edge and spaced from the landing pads to provide the 
listed function. 

The claim recitations of "air bearing surface" and "pressure relief trench" are read 
in light of the specification for definition of their configurations.
